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(4) All civil posts in respect of which these rules apply, other than those refer- 
red to In sub-rule (3) shall, unless otherwise directed by any geneial or special 
order of the Government, be classified as follows: 


SU No. Description of posts Classification of posts. 


1. Posts carrying pay or a scale 
of pay with a maximum 

of not less than Rs. 060*00. Class I 

2. Posts carrying pay or a scale 
of pay with a maximum 

of not less than Rs. 576 ‘00 

but less than Rs, 950:00. Class II 

3. Posts carrying pay or a scale 

of pay with a maximum of over 

Rs. 110:00 but less than Rs. 575*0, Class III 

4. Posts carrying pay or a scale

Explanation . — For the purposes of this sub-rule, the ‘Revised Scales' of pay at- 
tached to the posts under the Civilians in Defence Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 
I 960 shall be taken into consideration. 

(5) Any post created or deemed to have been created on or after 1st July, 1959 
but before the commencement of the Civilians in Defence Services ( Cl as sdfl cation, 
Control and Appeal) Amendment Rules, 1963, shall, for the purposes of these 
rules, be classified in accordance with the provisions of sub-rule (4): 

Provided that such classification shall not affect the status of the persona hold' 
ing that post Immediately before auch commencement ”
